Mr.  Chairman ,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen , 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Tutbury  Rural  District  for  the  year  1969.  This 
report  has  been  drafted  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1  /69. 

It  is  customary  in  this  report  to  comment  on  the  vital 
statistics  relating  to  your  district  for  the  year  under  review. 
It  may  not  seem  as  if  there  is  much  change  in  these  from  year 
to  year,  but  I  think  it  will  be  obvious  from  the  table  on  page  10, 
which  gives  statistics  for  the  ten  year  period,  that  there  is  a 
downward  trend  in  the  death  rate  and  an  upward  trend  in 
the  birth  rate. 

In  1969  the  infant  death  rate  per  1,000  live  births  was 
the  lowest  ever  recorded  ;  the  actual  figure  is  9,  which  is  half 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  The  deaths  of  illegitimate 
infants  under  1  year  per  1,000  illegitimate  live  births  is  56, 
compared  with  25  for  England  and  Wales.  This  may  seem 
high  till  one  considers  that  this  figure  represents  only  1  infant 
death  out  of  the  18  illegitimate  live  births  which  occurred  in 
your  District  during  1969.  Because  the  number  of  illegitimate 
births  is  comparatively  low  (4%  of  all  live  births  compared 
with  the  national  average  of  8%)  the  rate  per  1,000  of  deaths 
of  illegitimate  babies  is  comparatively  high. 

It  will  be  noted  that  this  year  a  table  presenting  all  the 
birth  and  death  rates  pertaining  to  your  district  and  comparing 
them  with  those  for  England  and  Wales  has  been  included 
on  page  1 1 . 

With  regard  to  the  causes  of  death  one  or  two  points 
require  comment.  There  were  9  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the 
lung,  all  male,  compared  with  7  male  and  3  female  in  1968, 
but  the  age  at  which  these  deaths  occurred  showed  a  definite 
shift  to  a  younger  age  group.  In  1968  all  save  3  occurred  at 
65  years  or  over;  in  1969  2  were  in  men  of  45  to  54  years  and 
5  in  the  age  group  55  to  64  years.  Is  this  a  pointer  to  the 
development  of  smoking  habits  over  the  last  few  decades  ? 

By  far  the  commonest  cause  of  death  in  your  district  was 
some  form  of  heart  or  circulatory  disease,  but  although 
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Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  (or  Coronary  Heart  Disease)  covered 
an  age  span  from  35  years  upwards,  83.5%  occurred  over  the 
age  of  65,  and  in  females  only,  over  the  age  of  75. 

Fewer  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  in  1969  —  129 
compared  with  294  in  1968  —  but  I  think  this  must  be  attri¬ 
buted  to  the  usual  biennial  incidence  of  the  disease  rather 
than  the  effect  of  vaccination,  the  acceptance  rate  for  which 
has  been  comparatively  low. 

Fourteen  cases  of  Infective  Hepatitis  were  notified  during 
the  year.  Of  these  seven  occurred  in  Rolleston  in  June,  July 
and  November,  but  in  view  of  the  long  and  variable  incubation 
period  of  this  disease  and  the  numbers  of  sub  clinical  cases 
which  do  not  develop  jaundice,  no  connection  between  the 
notified  cases  could  be  established. 

Details  of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  and  the 
relevant  statistics  are  given  in  the  section  of  the  report  con¬ 
tributed  by  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  to  whom  I 
express  my  thanks  for  his  co-operation  during  the  year.  I 
would  also  put  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  carried 
out  by  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  particularly 
Mr.  Gamble,  the  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and 
Mrs.  Flatt,  the  Clerk.

The  Tutbury  Rural  District  is  situated  in  Eastern  Stafford¬ 
shire,  its  northern  boundary  being  the  river  Dove  and  its 
eastern  and  southern  boundaries  being  the  river  Trent,  except 
where  the  Rural  District  borders  to  the  County  Borough  of 
Burton  upon  Trent.  The  area  of  the  District  is  approximately 
fifty  square  miles  and  it  consists  of  twelve  civil  parishes  which 
include  ten  villages  and  six  hamlets. 

The  Rural  District  lies  on  the  Keupar  Marl  and  thick 
masses  of  gypsum  occur  in  the  parishes  of  Hanbury  and 
Tutbury.  The  greater  part  of  the  District  is  undulating  and 
well  wooded,  forming  part  of  the  ancient  Needwood  Forest, 
apart  from  the  portion  which  lies  in  the  Trent  Valley.  The 
soil  is  fertile  and  the  area  under  cultivation  is  large.  In  the 
river  valleys  there  are  large  deposits  of  sand  and  gravel  which 
are  extensively  worked. 

Whilst  the  principal  industry  of  the  Rural  District  is 
agriculture,  other  industries  are  to  be  found  in  the  various 
villages.  At  Tutbury,  high-class  glassware  is  produced  by 
Messrs.  Webb  Corbett  Ltd.,  and  in  this  area  gypsum  and 
alabaster  are  extensively  mined  and  prepared  into  plaster, 
plaster-board,  etc.  by  Gyproc  Ltd. 

At  Stretton,  Pirelli  Ltd.  have  a  large  factory  which 
produces  principally  vehicle  tyres  and  slippers. 

In  the  Branston  area,  where  sand  and  gravel  are  extracted, 
are  the  factories  of  the  Marley  Tile  Co.  Ltd.,  Spun  Concrete 
Ltd.  and  the  Burton  Box  Co.  Ltd.,  which  makes  cardboard 
boxes.

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CAUSES  OF  DEATH  AT  DIFFERENT  PERIODS  OF  LIFE  DURING  1969  IN  TUTBURY  RURAL  DISTRICT 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


As  from  the  15th  June,  1968,  Infective  Jaundice  became 
a  notifiable  disease  under  the  Public  Health  (Infective 
Jaundice)  Regulations  1968. 

On  the  1st  October,  1968,  the  Public  Plealth  (Infectious 
Diseases)  Regulations,  1968,  came  into  force  making  the 
following  alterations  to  the  defined  notifiable  infectious  diseases : 

(i)  Acute  Pneumonia,  Erysipelas,  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
and  Acute  Rheumatism  no  longer  to  be  notified. 

(ii)  Tetanus  and  Yellow  Fever  to  be  notified  for  the 
first  time. 

The  figures  given  in  this  table  relate  to  the  first  complete 
year  since  the  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations, 
1968,  came  into  force.

Tuberculosis  is  still  a  more  frequent  cause  of  death  than 
any  of  the  other  notifiable  acute  specific  infections  however, 
and  while  improved  economic  and  social  conditions  have 
played  a  part  in  reducing  the  incidence  of  this  disease  the 
traditional  preventive  measures,  viz.  mass  radiography,  B.C.G. 
vaccination  and  contact  tracing,  must  be  pursued  with 
diligence. 

With  regard  to  B.C.G.  vaccination  in  Schools,  this  service 
is  available  to  all  children  in  their  first  year  in  a  Senior  School. 
It  is  a  pity  that  more  parents  do  not  give  their  consent  for 
tuberculin  testing  to  be  carried  out.  It  not  only  sorts  out 
those  suitable  for  vaccination  but  brings  to  light  those  in  whom 
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there  is  a  strong  positive  reaction,  and  in  whom  an  annual 
incidence  of  tuberculosis  of  the  order  of  0.350  per  1,000  may 
be  expected  within  the  next  2|  years.  These  strongly  positive 
reactors  need  supervision,  and  this  is  usually  arranged  with  the 
Chest  Physician  for  both  them  and  their  contacts.  For  other 
positive  reactors  to  the  tuberculin  test  it  is  sufficient  to  arrange 
an  annual  attendance  for  X-ray. 


PROPHYLAXIS  AGAINST  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

As  you  are  aware,  Staffordshire  County  Council  is  the 
responsible  Authority  throughout  the  County  with  regard  to 
immunisation  and  vaccination. 

In  this  section  of  the  Annual  Report,  however,  it  is 
customary  to  include  for  your  information  the  numbers  in 
your  district  in  the  various  age  groups  who,  according  to  the 
records  held  in  the  Area  Health  Office,  were  protected  against 
infectious  disease  during  the  year  under  review. 

In  April,  1968,  the  Ministry  of  Health  made  available 
measles  vaccination  for  the  immunisation  of  all  susceptible 
children  up  to  the  age  of  15  years.  Previously  this  had  been 
offered  only  to  pre-school  children  in  certain  groups,  where 
it  was  considered  more  dangerous  for  them  to  develop  measles 
than  the  ordinary  child,  e.g.  children  with  chronic  disease  of 
heart  or  lungs. 

The  extension  of  the  Measles  Vaccination  Scheme  was  in 
accordance  with  recommendations  made  by  the  Joint  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Vaccination  and  Immunisation,  who  also  reviewed 
the  complete  Schedule  of  Immunisations  and  advised  certain 
alterations,  in  order  to  obtain  an  optimum  immunological 
response. 

The  revised  schedule  which  was  adopted  by  Staffordshire 
County  Council  in  October,  1968,  is  as  follows  : —

DIPHTHERIA  AND  TETANUS 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  for  the  time  being  it  is  necessary 
to  collate  the  numbers  of  children  receiving  protection  in  the 
various  forms  in  order  to  compare  the  response  to  diphtheria 
immunisation,  during  the  year  under  review,  with  that  in  the 
previous  years.  As  it  becomes  standard  procedure  to  give 
children  protection  in  the  form  of  combined  antigens,  the 
administration  of  the  immunisation  programme  and  the 
assessment  of  the  response,  will  become  simplified. 
Immunisation 

It  will  be  noted  that  in  1969  the  number  of  primary 
courses  of  immunisation  against  these  diseases  is  considerably 
lower  than  in  previous  years.  This  is  mainly  the  result  of  the 
introduction  of  the  revised  schedule  in  which  the  interval 
between  the  second  and  third  injections  of  the  primary  course 
was  extended  from  6  weeks  to  6  months.  Thus  a  number  of 
courses  which  should  have  been  completed  in  1969  were  not 
completed  until  1970  and  so  are  not  included  in  the  statistics. 
Absence  of  medical  staff  on  sick  leave  also  contributed  to  the 
low  figure  for  1969.

MEASLES 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  181  children  received  a  dose  of  Live  Attenuated  Measles 
Vaccine  in  1969. 
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MEALS  ON  WHEELS 


During  1967  under  permissive  powers  derived  from  the 
National  Assistance  Act  1948  (Amendment)  Act  1962,  the 
Council  gave  support  to  the  W.R.V.S.  Meals  on  Wheels 
Scheme  to  enable  it  to  be  operated  within  the  Rural  District. 

Basically  the  scheme  is  to  provide  cooked  mid-day  meals 
twice  per  week  to  deserving  cases  who,  by  reason  of  age  or 
infirmity  are  likely  to  benefit  from  them.  The  meals  are 
purchased  from  various  canteens  at  a  cost  of  between  2  / 6d  and 
3  /5d  each  ;  the  recipients  pay  1  /-d  each  and  the  balance  of 
the  cost  is  met  by  this  Council.  Of  this  Council’s  share  of  the 
cost,  50%  is  recovered  from  the  Staffordshire  County  Council. 

The  W.R.V.S.  operate  the  delivery  of  meals  and  personal 
service  part  of  the  scheme.  The  W.R.V.S.  Organiser  for  the 
Rural  District  through  village  leaders  arranges  a  rota  for 
delivery  of  the  meals. 

Cases  are  referred  by  General  Practitioners,  Nurses, 
Hospital  Almoners,  and  others.  The  degree  of  priority  of  each 
case  is  assessed  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  your 
Clerk  acts  as  co-ordinator  between  the  various  persons  con¬ 
cerned  in  running  the  service.

The  Chief  Chemist  of  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks 
Co.  advises  me  that  the  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supply 
is  0.2  parts  per  million. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  question  of  dealing  with  the  sewage  from  Tutbury, 
Rolleston,  Anslow  and  Tatenhill  was  again  the  subject  of  much 
discussion  during  the  year.  Unhappily  no  satisfactory 
solution  was  reached,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  better  progress 
may  soon  be  made  as  the  overloading  of  the  old  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  at  Tutbury  is  a  serious  problem. 
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Public  Cleansing 

(a)  Refuse  and  nightsoil  collection 
and  cesspool  cleansing 


This  service  continues  to  operate  reasonably  satisfactorily, 
bearing  in  mind  the  additional  number  of  houses  built  in  the 
District.  Difficulties  in  maintaining  the  service  on  a  9  -  10  day 
average  collection  period  have  arisen  from  time  to  time  owing 
to  the  shortage  of  labour  because  of  holidays,  sickness,  etc. 

Refuse  disposal  is  still  by  means  of  controlled  tipping, 
boiler  ash  from  two  hospitals  and  a  Brewery  in  Burton  upon 
Trent  being  used  as  a  primary  cover  on  the  tip. 

The  tip  sited  at  Postern  House  Farm,  Tatenhill,  was 
brought  into  full  use  during  the  year,  and  extensive  site  works, 
including  the  diversion  of  a  watercourse,  were  carried  out  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Trent  River  Authority. 

The  refuse  collection  fleet  consists  of  the  following 
vehicles  : —  two  50  c.u.  yd.  Pakamatics,  one  35  c.  yd.  Paka- 
matic,  one  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper,  one  11  cu.  yd.  Side  Loader, 
and  one  1,400  gallon  Cesspool  Emptier,  all  the  vehicles  being 
of  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  manufacture.  Each  is  fitted  with  an 
automatic  hand  washing  unit. 

As  reported  to  you  in  July  1967,  some  thought  will  have 
to  be  given  next  year  to  the  replacement  of  the  Fore  and  Aft 
Tipper  and  the  Side  Loader  as  they  cannot  be  made  to  comply 
with  the  new  braking  requirements  of  the  Motor  Vehicles 
(Construction  and  Use)  Regulations,  1966. 

In  addition  a  tractor  and  trailer  is  used  for  the  haulage 
of  ash  for  tip  covering  and  a  small  bulldozer  for  tip  control. 

A  weekly  collection  of  nightsoil  is  made  from  approxi¬ 
mately  300  properties,  and  in  addition  183  privately  owned 
and  42  Council  owned  cesspools  were  emptied.
